REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. [3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to the arguments regarding "physically open". Green clearly teaches this limitation (see col.10. lines 45-47V Green 
discloses, "cancel both sessions and close the connections". One of ordinary skill in the art would concur that when a 
connection is closed, it is inherent that the communication circuit is physically opened resulting in a terminated communication. 
When communication links are physically opened the communication links can no longer transfer current ("opened circuits 
thereby preventing data to be communicated, i.e. closing the connection. Such inherency is well knowned in the art as shown 
in the newly cited references: http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Switch - 2 nd paragraph, "contacts that touch to make a circuit, and 
separate to break the circuit": http://www.du.edu/Hcalvert/tech/dccirc.htm, page 2, 4 th paragraph. "An "open circuit" is a 
connection of high resistance, usually no connection at all, so that no current flows". For the reasons above the language of 
"physically open" or "physically opening" will the distinguish the claimed invention over prior art(sY
